PLOT TO MURDER 


Startling Revelations Made in 


Barre, Vt, Case 


FIFTEEN PERSONS MARKED FOR DEATH 


Police Arrived on Scene in Time to Prevent 
Wholesale Assassination. Quarrel Agreed 
Upon as Signal Had Been Started 


when Officers Interferred 


Batsman's City Market 


Barre, *Vt., Dec. 29—A prominent 


Italian called on Chief Brown today 
and gave #11 the details of a plot to 
murder a score or more Italian social- 
ists at the dance "Wednesday night 
which Chief Brown and oftioers broke 
up. 


Italian anarcliiwt:, 15 in number, were 


present, and each had selected a vic- 
Um. 


They were to have started a quarrel, 


during which, at a signal, each was to 
kill his man. 


It was arranged that one anarchist 


enter the hall, start a quarrel over a 
box 'of matches, then the other anar- 
chists at the doors were to fire into the 
crowd. 


There has teen bad blood between 


the clannish Italians since the zranite 
cutters strike in the spring. 


The quarrel was started, but the po- 


lice came so quick that the balance of 
the plot was not carried out. 


Of the 15 Italians concerned, four 


live in Barre and the rest in Montpelier 


Two more Italians were arrested, 


Innociente Belli and Duilio Derlucchi. 


The former is said to be the leader of 


the anarchists1. 


This makes nine arrests in all. 


A revolver found last night near the 


railroad track is believed to be the 
property of Arturt> Bernacco, one of 


the men first arrested, who has been 
identified by Chiei Brown. 


The police found no other weapon 


among Bernacco's belongings, tat in a 
room occupied by Bernacco and Sassi, 
another prisoner, a quantity of car- 
tridges, the same make as those found 
in the revolver, was discovered. 


The better class of Italians are filled 


with indignation over the shooting of 
Chief Brown. They will hold a meet- 
ing to protest against what they call 
an outrage by their fellow countrymen, 
and declare that if. by any means 
those arrested should be freed from 
custody, they will be driven out of this 
part of the country. 


Chief Brown says he has no doubt 


that all those under arrest will be con- 
victed, at least of the carrying of dan- 
gerous weapons. 


The men thus far arrested will be 


arraigned on charges of manslaughter 
in the first, second and third decrees 
with being armed with dangerous wea 
poris, with assault with intent to kill, 
and with simple assault. 


Chief Brown is considered by his 


physician's to be practically 
out of 


danger today, as 50 hours has elapsed 
since the shooting and no inflammation 
nor indication of blood1- poisoning has 
appeared. 


The doctors now say they have been 


unable to ascertain whether or not 
there is a bullet in the injured man's 
body.

en.

DEFAULTS OF $170,000,000 IN 1900 


ButtaWM H»4 to Bear Fruit of Be* 
action From tbe Prosperity of 1890 
New York, Dec. 2tt.—R. U. Dun & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade says: 
While it is not yet possible to print ac- 
curate figures of failures during the 
S'iU year iwto, u preliminary statement 
may bo made that will approximate tho 
final result. 
Detailed returns for all 


but the last few days of the year have 
been compiled, and adding a propor- 
tionate amount for the time still to 
elapse, it appears 
that commercial 


failures will number about 10,030, with 
liabilities of $137,000,000. Besides these 
defaults there wero CO financial con- 
cerns with liabilities of $34,000,000, 
swelling *he total to 10,690 in number, 
end $170,000,000 iu amount. 


This shows a large increase over the 


preceding year, when all failures num- 
bered 9303, aud liabilities were $123,- 
132,679. 
11 must not be forgotten, how- 


over, that 1899 was a year of exception- 
al prosperity in business, and, while 
trade was then stimulated by rising 
prices, the succeeding year had to bear 
tlie bitter fruit of reaction. 
Despite 


these disasters, made unavoidable by 
the very conditions that brought such 
a phenomenal record in 1899, it will 
still be found that 1900 compares fa- 
vorably with other recent years. 


Iu both cotton and silk circles better 


things are ••ipected in January, and in 
no direction has reduction of working 
forces te mills occurred.

Heavy Loss of Life and

Gale in the 


English Channel 


London, Dec. 29.—As the result of tbe 


awful hurricane which has been sweep- 
ing over the English channel and the 
Irish sea, the number of wrecks strewn 
along the British coast is probably 
larger than ever known before. 
Re- 


ports of disasters are coming iu every 
moment, and uo one can tell what the 
end will be. 


Hundreds of vessels have been sunk, 


driven ashore or pounded to pieces ou 
reel's and ledges. 


The number of lives lost cannot be 


even approximately estimated. 
lie 


ports of disasters are coming in every 
moment, but so extensive is the damage 
to wires that communication with many 
sections is wholly cut off. 


The southern coast of England and 


all along the coast of Wales has suffered 
severely. The Irish sea has also been 
swept by the hurricane. 


The channel service to the continent 


has sto_ i>ed entirely and it is feared 
that some of the steamers that started 
before the gale set in have been lost. 


On land, too, great damage has been., 


done. 
Buildings have been torn down, 


trees nproott>d and telegraphic and tele- 
phone poles uud wires are strewn along 
the highways. 


One of tho first reports to come in was 


that of the grounding of the British 
bark Pegasus, from 
San 
Francisco, 


which left Qaeenstown ou Dec. 26 for 
Sharpness. 


The Pegasus grounded off Lavernock 


Point, but she was subsequently floated 
aud towed to a place of shelter. When 
she grounded her boats were made 
ready for lowering, and the falls of one 
of them carried away, precipitating five 
men into the water. 
They were all 


drowned with the exception of ona 
Bailor. 


Reports arriving from along the coast 


soon began to announce damage done 
by the storm. 
Vessels in large num- 


bers were seeking shelter in the har- 
bors, aud a number of minor wrecks 
were announced. 


The hurricane is increasing at Queens- 


town, where the observers say it is tha 
fiercest storm in years. 


Incessant reports 
of innumerable 


shipping casualties show that the gale 
was one of the worst known in many 
years. 
Probably several days will 


elapse before the full extent of tho 
damage becomes known. 
It would be 


impossible to enumerate all the minor 
casualties. 


Wales appears to have suffered the 


worst effects ,of the gale, both on land 
and sea, but everywhere the 'telpgraph 
wires are much disorganized, and re- 
ports are therefore incomplete.

president, at my request, to investigate 
the conduct of the war department in 
the war with Spain, met ou Sept. 24, 
1898. 
On Dec. 21, General Miles ap- 


peared before the coinimssion, then Bit- 
ting in Washington, and made his state- 
ments, with respect to t'ue canned, fresh 
aud refrigerated beef furnished to the 
army during the war. 
General Miles 


refused to be sworn or affirmed,

every other of the 495 witnesses had 
been, declaring in substance that lie 
would "make his statement without be- 
ing sworn, and was responsible for 
what he said."

sitting nearly three mouths, the charges 
with respect to canned aud refrigerated 
beef were now made for the first time, 
and, stranger and more inexcusable 
suid more uusoldierly still, during all 
those months, with this pretended 
knowledge of facts, which, if they ex- 
isted, should have been known to the 
secretary of war, for the protection of 
the army, General Miles never men- 
tioned the "subject. 


Not content with these grave and 


scandalous charges, thus made public 
for the first time before the war in- 
vestigating commission, General Miles 
permitted himself to be interviewed on 
the following day, at Cincinnati, when 
Le made similar charges. 


Upon Commissary General Eagan the 


charges fell with the suddenness and 
sharpness of 4 yiow from an assassin's 
knife out o£ the aarlc.

ASH RESPONSIBILITY 


Former Mayor Abraan S- Hewitt of 


New York was the principal speaker at 
a. meeting !n Stanton street, New York, 
Thursday, in-the interest of the sort en. 
Kion of Bishop Potter's pro.cathedral 
work- Mr. Hawitt made a speech that 
toas attraflstecl considerable attention 
in Gotham, particularly amons the 
clergymen and men. ot -wealth. The 
clergymen are a unit (in endorsing the 
former mayor's •words; the men of 
•wealth are mostly silent, Andrew Car- 
negie being the only one to speak. Mr. 
Carnegie said "ditto" to all that Mr. 
Hewitt had said. The pithy para- 
graphs of Mr. Hewitt's short speech 
are as follows: 


"The rich-have not even begun to do 


•what they ought to do- Men that I 
almost worship for their generosity and 
solicitude for those that have less are 
not giving in proportion to their -wealth 
the half that was given by their fam- 
ilies a generation ago. 
"Have we tue right to take all this 


wealth and d* nothing to correct tKe 
evils created in its production? Can 
you accept these millions and shut your 
eyes to the evils which weave them- 
selves about the producers? 


"Can any one be content with such 


conditions? Good God! Is this the end 
to which we have been -working all 
these centuries? For Heaven's sake, is 
this the result of our indusrial develop- 
meat, and must our prosperity as a 
nation be purchased at such a, stae- 
gering price?" 


Ex-Mayor Hewitt Is a very zealous 


man. His zeal quite often carries him 
beyond the limits of good sense and a 
aound philosophy It behooves no peo. 
pie more to have a firm srasj> on. first 
and true principles than those who are 
devoting themselves to the. cause ot 
social betterment. Yet there is no class 
that seems to te so faulty in. its under- 
standing- This, perhaps, is nov to be 
wondered at, for it is the heart, not 
the head, that is directing the major- 
ity of reformers, particularly the re. 
flormers -who are aiming to reduce the 
•octal inequalities. 


No one can take exception to Mr- 


Hewitt's loud call- -upon wealth to con. 
tribute more than it is doin^. It is 
•ne of the nauseating things of the 
times to read <he unlimited i>raise civ- 
en tha Goulds, the Carnegies and the 
TJockef/aUers for theiilr con'ty-itmtions 
to institutions of learning and to the 
social cause ;n various ways. These 
donors are princely in their gilts, but 
they remain s.3 Croesus in unbounded 
wealth. The widow's mite was infinite- 
ly" beyond them in generosity. So Mr. 
Hewitt may hammer as he will at the 
consciences of these people. The world 
will be pleaaa.i to hear from him, aa 
;well as being astonished, if he ever 
gains admittance. 


But he takes the -wrong way when he 


charges wealth with all the sorrow 
there Js in the world. The evils of the 
world are not "created" in -the "pro- 
duction" of wealth. And it is in mak- 
ing such, statements that zeal runs 
away with sense- If all the wealth in 
the world was distributed next year, 
as a year of jubilee, so that man. would 
•hare alike with man wo should have 
evil and misery the year after. Evil 
and misery are due to human imoer- 
fection, imperfections that are not 
mainly, by, any means, the desire for 
and the gaining of wealth. The man 
of wealth knows this, and when one 
tells him he mu3t give largely from 
hU abundance because his abundance 
has caused evil and misery he Is likely 
to go OR heedlessly accumulating, sat- 
isfying himself with t'nt thought that a 
fool l» talklnr.

The seventh and last in the series 


of Seen and Heard sermons on 19th 
century vanities is addressed "To those 
who think th» figure 20 is the whole 
thing."

Not 
in what it really is, but in the mean- 
ing we put into it- As a matter of flact, 
the man who ^','watcheg in" th>i new 
century will tool, no differently at 12-01 
next Tuesdaj7 rooming from his condi- 
tion at 11-59 Monday night, except a 
trifle sleepier. But he will think he 
feels very differently, provided that he 
is of an imoressible nature. And it 
is wen that he. should do so, for not 
everybody hag the opportunity to wit. 
ness the transition from one whole 
century to another whole century, and 
a man should improve his opportuni- 
ties to get all the emotions that he can 
in life. 
This thrill which nature will send up 


a. man's spinal column as he realizes 
that he has seen the last of the notor- 
ious 19th century and witnessed the 
rosy dawn of . the 20th, in which 
all things are possible, will be in no 
way interfered with if the man's watch 
is five minutes flast. He will merely 
feel the thrill five minutes earlier. But 
it will be the same thrill and will do 
him just as much good, or just as 
much harm. 
Harm? Yea, ^Tlarm- For It may 'do 


him harm- And therefore is this sermon 
addressed "to those who think the fig. 
ure 20 is the whole thing." 


Our weak 19th century natures are 


such that we are awaya looking for 
symbols; and when we have found the 
symbol, we ore always setting it un in 
place of the thing which it symbolizes. 
We see this in oiu} churches, in our pub- 
lic schools, in our civil life, in our 
homes. We will not believe that It is 
true, but we know it is- May we be 
honest this once, at the close of the 
only century w e ever knew? 


We see it in oxir new year's resolu- 


tions. A man faces January 1 with jsor. 
row for shvs past, with hope for vir- 
tues to come. He sits him down and 
reflects within himsett; he puts his as- 
pirations in '.ha form of "resolutions" 
to be good; he goes to bed and to sleea. 
January 1 find:? him filled with energy 
to watch himself "turn over a new leaf 
And he says within himself that the 
new year has f.o«ne, that he will live 
P new '.ife. Has he not his "resolu- 
tions?" They will do the business. And 
Mralghtway he lays all the responsl.- 
bility on his "resolutions" instead of 
on his resolution They are to him 
"the whole thing." Ami our man hn« 
soon begun to extend hell's pavements 
to the outlying districts and the hill 
streets. 
This same thing will be done whole,

Many Who Didn't Know Ther. Were 


Any! Books Exctpt FlClitn Now 


Reading History, Travel, Etc.

9t the various innovations at the 


public 
library 
within thelast few 


months none has proved more interest- 
ing than that which allows the draw- 
ing of two books on the same card, pro- 
vided only one is a book of fiction. In 
many cases this has seemed to be the 
first intimation that patrons of the li- 
brary have had that there were any 
books besides fiction, and the result is 
that a new field of reading is being 
opened to many. 


Many incidents recently have shown 


the educational process that waa going 
on aa a result of the new rule. A young 
woman recently picked out two works 
of fiction, and asked to have them 
charged to the same card. She was told 
that only one of them could be- taken, 
and that the second book must be one 
of the classified books. She asked what 
that meant, and was told that it includ 
ad bo'oks of travel, biography, etc. She 
didn't know where these were in' the li- 
brary, but was shown, and soon had 
made a selection of one of them. 


Another instance was that of a boy, 


who asked 
what the notice about 


classified books meant. He was told, 
and asked what a book of travel was. 
This was explained to him, and he was 
shown the department of the library 
where the classified books1 are kept. He 
chose a historical work, saying that he 
should like to study it evenings. 


Many such cases illustrate the unfam 


iliarity of readers with any books but 
novels, and show what good may be 
dpne by this widening of the view of 
patrons of the institution. 


Another innovation that caused great 


interest outside the city as well as lo- 
cally, was the plan of having 'on ex- 
hibition at the library before Christ- 
mas some of the new books, so that 
those who were considering the pur- 
chase of books as gifts, could have an 
opportunity to look over the new vol- 
umes. This plan has been commented 
on in a number of Boston and other 
papers, with flattering endorsements. 
The following editorial from the New 
Bedford Standard is on the subject, 
and will interest all who patronize the 
library: 


"It is always delightful to see a 


spirit of helpfulness manifested, and 
more especially where the personal 
element does not enter in. The value 
that a public library can be to a com- 
munity is becoming more and-more ap- 
preciated; when the library staff Is 
determined that it shall be helpful, 
then_ the value is Inestimable. The li- 
brarian of the Houghton Memorial li- 
brary in North Adams is apparently 
one of the kind that looks about for 
ways of helpfulness. Her latest move 
shows that Miss Mabel Temple realizes 
she has greater opportunities in her 
office of librarian than to simply pass 
out books to people who call for them. 
She apparently considers it her p* ovince 
and her pleasure to make the library a 
real education and a real help to people 
Knowing the value of a good book, she 
wants to encourage the buying and 
owning of books and seizes upon this 
gift-giving season to recommend to the 
townspeople .that books would make 
suitable Christmas gifts. But she does 
more than this. She knows there are 
many people who do not know what 
book It is best to buy, and that they 
need advice in the perplexity that is 
sure to result from a study of the cata- 
logues and the publishers' endless lists 
of books. The busy storekeapers and 
their clerks, only half familiar them- 
selves with their goods, are of email 
use in this emergency. So Miss Temple 
announced a while ago, that on thp 
"Wednesay afternoon of each week until 
Christmas she would be glad to be con- 
sulted on the subject of book buying, 
and that there would be on exhibition 
in the library on that day so many of 
the new seasonable books as could be 
conveniently collected, for tha personal 
examination of the peojjle int2r?sted.

Some of the Important 8:lli to Come 


Before the Legislature 


The Boston Post has the following 


of Interest iJi regard to the coming le- 
gislature. 


It is reported that the first bill that 


the legislature will be asked to con- 
sider will be the repeal of the 11 o'clock 
law regarding hotel licenses. 


As to the so-called "semicolon" li- 


quor law, thero are two bills in prep- 
artlon, one of'which provides that all 
liquor dealers, whether hotel keepers 
or retailers, shall be alloweu to keep 
open until 12 o'clock at night, except 
Sundays and holiday^ and another to 
repeal the law BO as to allow it to re- 
main the same as previous to the deci. 
slon of the supreme court- 


In regard to this law there win be 


three elements contending for an en- 
tirely different law. The retailers -want 
the same rights as the aotels, the sec- 
ond class hoteis want a law to keep 
open until I A- m-, while the first class 
or bigr hotels, want to close at midnight 
The latter hotels also want the law 
repealed so that each hotel shall be 
provided with .a certain number of 
beds as well as sixteen rooms, which is 
now th« law. 


THe publication of an official steno. 


graphic report of the doings of the 
house and senate, to be Issued daily 
like The Congressional Record at Wash 
ington, is one ofi the contemplated bills. 


A caucus law that will provide for 


caucuses being held subject to the 
supervision ot towns and cities to be 
conducted in the same manner as state 
elections is another bill to come up 
soon. 


There are half a dozen other bills 


covering caucuses now in course ot 
preparation. 


The republican caucuses to nominate 


candidates for president of the senate, 
speaker of the house and sergeant-at- 
arms will be 'ield Tuesday or Wednes.

Senator Shonp's Prediction* of It*

Otey represents the Lyncbburg dis- 
trict, in tbe tobacco growing section ot 
his state, and bis eulogy ot the weed! 
ought to keep bun In congress for tbej 
remainder of bis days, says tbe Wata- 
Ington Post. He Is the especial a'dvo- 
cate of a bill to allow a larger ration of 
tobacco to the soldier* in the army, and 
it was In advocacy of this measure 
that he delivered his speech. 


"It is a fact," asserted Mr. Otey, 


"that there is no solace in camp life or 
en shipboard like tbe pipe, and nothing 


i staves off hunger and thirst like tho 
I chew of tobacco." All the smokers and 
! chewers in the house applauded this 


assertion, and then Mr. Otey went back' 
to ancient history. He showed how, 
from its earliest discovery, tobacco baa 
been considered a curative. He quoted 


] an old practitioner of "physicfce" who 


commended tobacco In 1610 and re- 
•jailed the words of Harlot, who was 
one of Sir Walter Raleigh's expedition 
In 1584 and who said that tobacco was 
a notable preserver of health. 
He 


quoted some lines in praise of tobacco 
from Spenser's "Faerie Queene" and 
was especially applauded when he cit- 
ed tbe case of a man who could not 
breathe and whose physician "directed 
him to take tobacco in fume, and little 
by little he recovered his former 
strength." 


There was rapt attention In the house 


as Mr. Otey recited the chemical analy- 
sis of tobacco, with humorous com- 
ments on chloride of potassium, molio 
ncid. silica and ligneous matter. Ths 
peroration of the eulogy on tobacco Is 
worth quoting. "His patriotism," said 
Major Otey, referring to the soldier, 
"expires only with his life, his soul Is 
enraoturad with enthusiasm, his mem- 
ory Is on the wing and runs back with 
lightning quickness ' to the battles 
fought and victories won, but be will 
recall that the ration of tobacco pluck- 
ed from bis mind a Tooted sorrow raz- 
ed out the witten troubles of his brain 
and with this sweet, oblivious antidote 
cleansed the bosom of perilous stuff 
that weighed upon his heart." 


MOSQUITO INOCULATION. 


Herolim DUplaTed fn W»'Hc*J laveiu 


vestiitatlon In Cr.h». 


A remarkable example of nerve and 


self | sacrifice has been eshloited in the 
experiments that are being conducted 
with mosquito Inoculation by the army 
surgeons in Cuba, spys the Chicago 
Record. Tiere has been no doubt !n 
the medical orofesslon for several 
years that yellow <Vver could be com- 
municated by flies, mosquitoes «md 
other insects, and It has recently been 
discovered that inoculation can be ised 
to protect people from yellow fever 
Just as smallpox can be prevented by 
vaccination. Tbe matter Is still hi an 
experimental stage and has not yet 
reached that development under which 
medical men generally can safely use 
It. 


In order to accomplish practical ends 


and ascertain how the discovery could 
best be utilized for the human welfare 
tn countries subject to yellow fever 
epidemics Dr. Jepse W. Lazear acd Dr. 
James 'A. Carroll, assistant surgeons of 
the United States a»-my, offered their 
lives. It was quite as heroic as tbe act 
of Hobson in sinking the Merrimsc to 
obstruct the channel of Santiago har- 
bor, but comparatively few people will 


, ever hear of their heroism. They fed 


mosquitoes upon the bodies of yellow 
fever patients In tbe hospital at Ha- 
vana and then deliberately allowed 
these mosquitoes to attack their arms. 
Tbe infection of both was promptly 
discovered, and they were treated with 
all the skill and care that their associ- 
ates could devise, while the study of 
their symptoms and the course of the 
disease was carefully observed. 
Dr. 


Lazear died, but Dr. Carroll survived, 
aed h>s report is one of the most impor- 
tant contributions to the vast literature 
| concerning contagious diseases.
